The Prosperity of the Country Cited as 
One of the Fruits of High Tariff—At- 
tention Called to Misleading State- 
mente About the Condition of the 
Treasury—No Legislation Suggested 
on the Silver Question—The Nicara- 
gua Canal Project Indorsed—The 
United States at Peace With the 
World. 


President Harrison’s annual message to 
Congress was presented and read in both 
houses to-day. 

Amongthe important questions reviewed 

and recommendations madeare the follow- 
ing: 
- The result of the November elections must 
be accepted as having introduced a new 
tariff policy and the President recommends 
that tariff revision be left tothe incoming 
Congress. 

He fearsthat commercial disaster will fol- 
low a reduction of the tariff, but is willing to 
be disappointed. 

High wages and steady employment of the 
working people and the general prosperity of 
the country are cited as some of the benefits 
ofthe policy of protection. 

Attention is called to the fact that the 
United States are at peace with all 
the world. In referring to the Behring 
Sea seal fisheries dispute, the President asks 
that Congress give him power to prohibit 
American vessels from taking seals in the 
Northern Pacific, without regard to the issue 
to be seitied by the Behring Sea tribunal of 
arbitration. 

The Nicaragua Canal is mentioned as a 
project deserving the consideration and ald 
ofthis Government. This nation should fos- 
teraspirit of friendship with South Amer- 
ican repubilcs. 

Intouching upon the silver question the 
President says: ‘‘Ihaveno doubt that the 
free coinage ef silver upon an acreed inter- 
national ratio would greatly promote the in- 


terests of our people.’’ Then, after referring | 


to the purchase of silver by the Secretary of 
the Treasury during the present fiscal year, 
hesays: ‘‘In view of the fact that the mone- 
tary conference is still in session at Brussels, 
Iwithhold any recommendation as to legis- 
lation upon this subject.’’, 

Thecondition of the treasuryis reviewed 
and attention called to what the IPresident 
claims are ‘‘misleading statements about 
the state of the public revenues.’’ The 
heads of the various departments ofthe 
Government are complimented for their 
efficient work. The Secretrry of the Navy ts 
especially complimented on the expendlitureof 
**$8.000,000 without hint of scandal or partiali- 
ty.’’ An increased naval militia is recoin- 
mended. 

The vast sum needed for the payments of 
pensions is pointed out, and the deficit of 
$10,058,621, to be met by Congress Is noted, 
with the suggestion that the care of disabled 
ex-soldiers is a national duty. 

Acommission to deal with the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad is recommended. 

Existing election laws should be amended 
on non-partisan lines toinsure purity of the 
ballot and freedom of electors in registering 
their choice at the polls. 

In conclusion the President, after counsel- 


takes a hopefulview of the future of the 
country. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Dec. 6.—President Har- 
rison’s message to Congress reads as follows: 


To the Senate and House of Representatives: 
I. 


In submitting my annual 
message to Congress I have 
great satisfaction in being 
able to say that the gen- 
eral conditions affecting the commercial 
and industrial interests ofthe United States 
are,in the highest degree, favorable. A 
comparison of the existing conditions with 
those of the most favored period in the his- 
tory of the country will, I belleve, show that 
so high a degree of prosperity and so general 
a diffusion of the comforts o1 life were never 
before enjoyed by our people. 

' The total wealth of the country in 
was $16,159,616,068. In 1890 it amounted 
$62,610,000,000, ar increase of “7 per cent. 

The total mileage of railways in the United 
States in 1860 was 30,626; in 1590, 1t was 167,741, 
an increase of 448 per cent. and it Is estimated 
that there will be about 4,000 miles of track 
added by the close of the year%s92.

The new Industrial plants establis hed since 
Oct. 6, 1890, and up to Oct..22,1892,as partially 
reported in the American Economist, number 


345, and the extension of existing plants, 108;

The Tertile World for July, 1892, states that 
during the first six monthsof the present 
calendar year 135 new factories were built, 
of which 40 are cotton mills, 48 knitting mills, 
26 woolen mills, 15 silk mills, 4 plush mills 
and ?2 linen mills. Of the 40 cotton mills 21 
have been builtinthe Southern States. Mr. 
A. B. Shepperson of the New York Cotton 
Exchange estimates the number of workibg 
spindles in the United States on Sept. 1, 1892, 

an increase of 660,000 over 

1891. The consumption of 
cotton by the American milllis in 189: 2,396,000 
bales, and in 1892, 2,584,000 bales, an increase 
of 188,000 bales. From the year 1869 to 1892, 
inclusive, there has been an increase. Inthe 
consumption of cotton in Europe of 92 per 
cent., while during the ‘same riod the in- 
crease of consumption in the United States 
has been about 150 per cent. 

The report of Ira Ayer, special agent of the 
Treasury Department,shows that at the date 
of Sept, 80, 1892, there were thirty-two 
companies manufacturin tin and terne 
plate in the United States and fourteen 
companies bullding new works for such 
manufacture, Theestimated investment in 
bulldings and plants at the close of the fiscal 
year, une 30, 1893, if existing conditions 
were to be continued, was $5,000,000 and the 
estimated rate of production 200,000,000 
pounds perannum, The actual production 
for the querter ending Sept. 30, 1892, was 10,- 
952,725 pounds, The report of Labor Commis- 
sioner Peck of New York showsthat dur- 
ing the year 1891 in about 6,000 manufacturing 
establishments in that State em- 
braced within the special inquiry 
made by him, and representing sixty-seven 
different industries, there was a net increase 
over the year 1890 of $31,815,130.68 in the value 
of the product, and of $6,377,925.09 in the 
amount of wag@s paid. The reportof the 
Commissioner of Labor for the _= State 
of Massachusetts shows that 38,745 Indus- 
tries in that State paid $129,416, 248 
in wages during the year 1891 
against $126,030,303 in 189, an Increase of 
$3,335,945, and that there was an increase of 
$9,932,490 in the amount of capital and of 
7,346in the number of persons employed in 
the same period. 

During the last six months ofthe year 1891 
and the first six months of 1892 the total pro- 
dvduction of pig iron was 9,710,819 tons as 
against 9,209,708 tunsin the year 1890, which 
was the largest annual production ever at- 
tained. Forthe same twelve months of 1891- 
1sv2, the production of Bessemer ingots was 
8,878,581 tons, an increase of 189,710 gross 
tons over the previouslyunprecedented yearly 
Production of 3,688,871 gross tons in 189). The 
production of Bessemer steel ralls for the 
first six months of 1892 was 772,436 gross tons, 
as against 702,080 grosstons during the last 
six months of the year 1591. 


VALUE OF FOREIGN TRADE. 

The total value of our foreign trade (ex- 
ports and manufactures) during the last 
fiscal year was $1,857,680,610, an increase of 
$128, 208,604 over the previous fiscal year. The 
average annual value of ourimports and ex- 
ports of merchandise for the ten 
fiscal years prior to 1891 was $1,457,- 
| 322,019. It will be observed that our 
foreign trade fori1892 exceeded this annual 
average value by $400,358,391, an increase of 
27.47 percent. The signigcance and value of 
this increase are shown by the fact that the 
excess in the trade of 1892 over 1891 was 
wholly in the value of exports, for there was 
a decrease in the value of exports of $17,513, 
74. The value of our exports during the 
fiscai year 1892 reached the highest figure in 
the history of the Government, amounting to 
$1,030,278,148 exceeding by $145,797,338 the ex- 
ports of I8¥l1 and exceeding the value of the 
imports by $202,875,686. A comparison ofthe 
value of our exports for 1692 with the anaual 
average forthe ten years prior to 1891 shows 
anexgess of $265,142,671, or of 34.65 per cent. 
The value ofour imports of merchandise for 
ikvz, Which was $829,402,462, also exceeded the 
unnual average vaiue of the ten years prior to 
| I8¥1 Dy $145,215,940, During the fiscal year 
| 1sv2 the value of imports free of duty 
amounted to $457,999,658, the largest agzre- 
gate inthe history of our commerce. ‘The

In our coastwise trade a most encouraging 
development is in progress, there having 
been In the last fouryears an increase of 16 


percent. Ininternalcommerce the statis- 
| tics show thatno such period of prosperity 

has ever before existed. ‘The freight carried 
iin the coastwise trade of the great 
‘lakes in 1599 aggregated 28,295,959 tons, 
On the Mississippi, Missour! and Ohio Rivers 
and tributaries in the same year the traffic 
aggregated 29,404,406 tons and the total vessel 
tonnage passingthrough the Detroit River 
during that year was 21,684,000 tons. The ves- 
sel tonnage entered and cleared in the foreign 
trade of London during 1890 amounted to 
148,480,767 tons and of Liverpool 10,941,800 tons, 
a total for these two great shipping points of 
| 24,422,568 tons, only slightly in ex- 
| cess of the vessel tonnage pass- 
‘ing through the Detro!lt River. And it 
should be said that the season for the Detroit 
river was but 228 days, while, of course, in 
London and Liverpool the season was the en- 
tire year. The vessel tonnage passing 
through the St. Mary’s canal for the fiscul 
year 1892 amounted to 9,828,574 tons and the

72 tons, 
EVIDENCES OF PROSPERITY. 

Another indication ofthe general prosper- 
ity of the country !s found In the fact that the 
number of depositors in savings banks in- 
creased from 698,870 In 1860 to 4,258,893 In 1890, 
an increase of 614 percent, and the amount 
of deposits from $149,277,504 in 1860 to $1,524,- 
844,506 in 1890, an increase of 921 per cent. In 
1891 the amount of deposits in savings banks 
was $1,623,079,749. Itis estimated that 90 per 
cent of these deposits representthe savings 
of wage-earners. The bank clearances for 
nine months, ending Sept. 30, 1891, amounted 
to $41,049,890,808. For the same months in 
1892 they amounted to $45,188,601,917, an ex- 
cess for the nine months of $4,139,211, 139. 

There never has been a time in our history 
when work was so abundant or when wages 
were as high, whether measured by the cur- 
rency in which they are paid or by their 
power to supply the necessaries and comforts 
oflife. It istrue thatthe market prices of 
cotton and wheat have been low.

ACCEPTS THE VERDICT purposetorenew 
OF THE PEOPLE. here the argu- 
ment in favor of 


protection. The result of the recent elec- 
tion must be accepted as having introduced a 
new policy. We must assume that the present 
tariff, constructed upon the lines of protec- 


tion, is to be repealed, and that there Is to be 
substituted for it a tariff law constructed 
solely with reference to revenue; that no 
duty is to be higher because the increase will 
keep open an American mill or keep up the 
wages ofan American workman, but that in 
such a rate of duty is to 
be imposed as will bring the ‘Treasury 
of the United States the largest returns of 
revenue. Thecontention has not been De- 
tween schedules, but between principles,and 
it would be offensive to suggest that the pre- 
valling party will not carry into legislation 
the principles advocated by it andthe pledges 
given tothe people. The tariff bilis passed 
by the House of Representatives last session 
were, as I supposed, even inthe opinion of 
their promoters, inadequate, and justified 
only by the fact that the Senate and House of 
Representatives were not in accord, and that 
a general revision could not, therefore, be 
undertaken. 

I recommend that the whole sabject of 
tariff revision be left to the incoming Con 
gress. Itisa matter of regret that this work 
must be delayedat least three months, for 
threat of great tariff changes introduces so 
much uncertainty thatan amount not easily 
estimated of business inaction and of dimin- 
ished production will necessarily result. It 
is possible also that this uncertainty may re- 
sult In decreased revenues from customs 
duties, for our merchants will make cautious 
orders for foreign goods in view of the pros- 
pect of tariff reductions and the ungertainty 
us to when it will take effect. 


WILLING TO BE DISAPPOINTED. 

Those who have advocated the protective 
tariff can well affora to have their disastrous 
forecasts ofa change of policy disappointed. 
ifasystem ofcustoms duties can be framed 
that will set the idle wheels and looms of 
Europe in motion and crowd our warehouses 
with foreign-made goods and atthe same 
time keep our own mills busy; that will give 
us an increased participation in ‘‘the mar- 
kets of the world’’ of a greater value than 
the home market that We surrender; that 
will give increased work to foreign workmen 
upon products to be consumed Dy our people 
without diminishing the amount of work to 
be done here; that will enable the American 
manufacturer to pay to his workmen from 
50 to 100 per cent more in wages than is paid 
in the foreign milland yet to compete in our 
market and in foreign markets with the 
foreign producer; that will further reduce 
the cost of articles of wear and food without 
reducing the wages of those who produce 
thei ; that can be celebrated, after its effects 
have been realized, as its expectation has 
been, in. European as well as American

III. 

The reports ofthe heads of 
the several executive depart- 
ments which are herewith 
submitted have very natur- 
ally included a resume ofthe whole work of 
the administration with the transactions of 
the last fiscalyear. The attention not only 
in Congress but of the country is again in- 
vited to the methods of administration which 
have been pursued and to the results which 
have been attained, Public revenues 
amounting to $1,414,079,292.28 have been col- 
lected and disbursed without loss from mis- 
appropriation, withouta single defalcation 
of suck importance as to attract the public 
attention, and at adiminished percent of 
cost of collection. 

The public business has been transacted 
not only with fidelity but progressively and 
witha view to giving to the people in the 
fullest possible degree the benefits of a ser- 
vice established and maintained for their 
protection and comfort. ' 

Our relations with other nations are now 
undisturbed by any serious controversy. 
The complicated anu threatening differences 
with Germany and England relating tu 
Samoan affairs, with England in relation to 
the seal fisheries in the Behring Sea,and with 
Chill growing out of; the Baltimore affair, 
have been adjusted.

agreements relating to reciprocal trade with 
the following countries: Brazil, Dominican 
Republic, Spain for Cuba and Porto Rico, 
Guatemala, Salvador, the German Emptre, 
Great Britain for certain West Indian colontes 
and British Guiana, Nicaragua, Honduras 
and Austria-Hungary. 

Of these, those with Guatemala, Salvador, 
the German Empire,Great Britain, Nicaragua, 
Honduras and Austria-Hungary have been 
concluded since my last message. Under 
these trade arrangements, a free favored ad- 
mission has been secured in every case for 
an important list of American rod- 
ucts. Especial care has been ken 
to secure markets for farm pro- 
ducts in order to relieve that great underly- 
ing industry of the depression which the lack 
of an adequate foreign market for our sur- 
plus often brings. An opening has also been 
made for manufactured products that will 
undoubtedly, if this policy is maintained, 
greatly aagment ourexport trade. The full 
benefits of these arrangements cannot be 
realized instantly. New lines of trade to 
be opened. The commercial traveler must 
survey the Seld.

INCREASE OF EXPORTS. 

The following Statistics show the increase 
in our trade withthe countries with which 
we have reciprocal trade agreements from 
the date when such agreements went into 


effect up to Sept. 380, 1892, the increase 
being in some almost wholly and in others 
in an important degree the result of these 
agreements. : 

The domestic exports to Germany and 
Austria Hungary Bave increased in value 
from $47, 673,7 to $57,993,064, an in- 
crease 0 10,319,808—621.03 per cent. 
With American countries amount 
of our exports has increased from $44,160,285 
to $54,613,598, an increase of $10,453,313, or 23.67 
percent, The total increase inthe value of 
exports to all countries, with which we have 
reciprocity agreements, has been $20,772,621. 
This increase is chlefly in wheat, flour, meat 
and dairy products and manufactures of 
iron, steel and Mamiber. There has beena 
large increase in @ value of imports 
from all these untries since the 
commercial agreements went into effect, 
amounting to $74,294,525, but it has been en- 
tirely in imports from the American 
countries, consisting mostly of sugar, coffee, 
Indiarubber and erude drugs. The alarmed 
attention of our European competitors for 
the South American market has been at- 
tracted tothis new American policy and to 
our acquisition and their loss of South 
American trace. ea 

BEHRING SEAL FISHERIES DISPUTE. 

A treaty providing for the arbitration of 

the dispute between Great Britain and the 


United States as tothe killing of seals in the 
Behring Sea was cdnciuded on Feb. 29 last. 
Thistreaty was accompanied by an agree- 
ment prohibiting pelagic fishing pending the 
arbitration, anda Vigorous effort was made 
during this season to drive out. all 
poaching steamers from the Behring Sea. 
Six naval vessels, three revenue cutters and 
one vessel from the Fish Commission, all 
under the command of Commander Evans of 
the navy, were sent Intothe sea, which was 
systematically patrolled. Some seizure was 
made and itis believea that the catch inthe 
Behring Sea by poachers amounted to less 
than 500 seals. itistrue, however, that in 
the North Pacific, while the seal herds were 
on thelr way tothe passes between the Aleu- 
tian Islands, a very large number, and prub- 
ably 35,000, were taken. The existing stat- 
utes of the United States do not restrain our 
citizeas from taking seals in the Pacific 
Ocean, and perhaps should not, unless the 
prohibition can be extended to the citizens 
of other nations. 

Il recommend that power be given tothe 
President, by preclamation, to prohibit the 
taking of seals in the North Pacific by Amer't- 
can vessels in case either as to the result of 
findings of the tribunal of arbitration or 
otherwise, the restraints can be applied to 
the vessels of all countries. The case of the 
United States ror the tribunal of arbitration 
has been prepared with great care and in- 
dustry by the Hon, John W. Foster, and the 
counsel who represent this Government ex- 
press confidence that aresult substantially 
establishing our claimsand preserving this 
great industry to the benefit of all nations 
will be attained. 

RELATIONS WITH CANADA. 

During the past year a suggestion was re- 
ceived through the British Minister that the 
Canadian Government would like toconfer 
as to the possibility of enlarging, upon terms 
of mutual advattage, the commercial ex- 


changes of Canada and of the United States, 
a conference was hela at Washington 
with Mr. Blaine acting for this Government, 
and the British Minister at this capital and 
three members of the Dominion Cabinet act- 
ing as acom@mission on the part of Great 
Hritain. The gonference developed the fact 
that the canadinp. Gavernment was Only pre- 
prret! te” Ttifted States’ tn ex- 
change for the concessions asked, the ad 
mission of natural products. The state- 
ment was frankly *made that favored rates 
could not be given to the United States as 
against the mother country. This admission, 
which was foreseen, necessarily terminated 
the conference upon this question.

tablished suchtolis aS were thought to be 
equivalent tothe exactions unjustly levied 
upon our commerce in the Canadian canals. 

if,as we must suppose,the political relations 
of Canada and the disposition of the Cana- 
dian Governmentareto remain unchanged, 
a somewhat radical revision of our trade re- 
lations should, Ithink, be made. Our rela- 
tions must continue to be Intimate, and they 
should be frienly. 1 regret tosay, however, 
thatin many of the controversies, notably 
those as tothe fisheries on the Atlantic, the 
sealing interests on the Pacific and 
the canal tous, your negotiations 
with Great Britain have been continuously 
thwarted or retarded by unreasonabie and 
unfriendly objections and protests from 
Canada. In the matter of thecanal tolls, 
our treaty rights were flagrantly disre- 
garded. Itis hardly toomuch tosay that 
the Canadian Pacific and other raliway lines 
which parallel ournorthern boundary are 
sustained by commerce, having either its 
origin or the originators, or both, in the 
United States. The Canadian railroads com- 
pete with those of the United States for our 
traffic and without the restraints of our inter- 
state commerce act. Theircars pass almost 
without detention into and out of our terrli- 
tory. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway brought into 
the United States from China and Japan, via 
British Columbia, during the year ended 
June 30, 1892, 13,239,689 pounds of freight and 
it carried from the United States to be 
shipped to China and Japan, via British 
Columbia, 24,068,346 pounds of freight. There 
were also shipped from the United States 
over thisroad from Eastern ports of the 
United States Government and Pacific ports 
during the same year 13,912,013 pounds of 
freight, and there were received over this 
road at the United States Eastern ports from 
ports on the Pacific coast 13,293,318 pounds of 
freight, Mr. Joseph Nimmo, Jr., former 
Chief of the Bureau of Statistics, 
when before the Senate Select Com.- 
mittee on Relations with Canada 
April 26, 1890, sald that ‘‘the value of goods

We should not 
hesitate to avail ourselves of our great 
natural trade advantages. We should with- 
draw the support Which is given to the rall- 
roads and steamship lines of Canada bya 
traffic that properly belongs to us. and no 
longer furnish the earnings which lighten the 
otherwise crushing Weight of the enormous 
public subsidies that have been given to 
them. The subject of the power of the 
treasury to deal with this matter with- 
out further legislation has peen under 
consideration, but Circumstances have post- 
ponea a conclusion. It is probable thata 
consideration of the propriety of a moditica- 
tion or abrogation of the articie of the treaty 
of Washington relating to the transit of goods 
in bond involved ts in any complete solution 
of the question.

more who were killed, and to those who 
were injured in the outbreak in the city of 
Valparaiso the sum of $75,000. This has been 
accepted, not only as an indemnity for a 
wrong done, but as a most gratifyin 

evidence that the Government oO 
Chill rightfully appreciates the 
disposition of this Government to actina 
spirit of absolute fairness and friendliness in 
our intercourse with that brave people. A 
further and conclusive evidence of the mu- 
tual respect and confidence now existing Is 
furnished by the fact that a convention sub- 
mitting toarbitration the mutual claims of 
the citizens of the respective Governments 
has been agreed upon. Some of these claims 
have been pending for many years and have 
been the occasion of much unsatisfactory 
diplomatic correspondence. 

I have endeavored in every wayto assure 
our sister Republics of Central and South 
America that the United States Government 
andits people have only the most friendly 
disposition toward them all. We do not 
covet their territory, we have no disposition 
to be oppressive or exacting in our deal- 
ings with any of them. even the 
weakest. Our interests and our hopes for 
them all lie in the direction of stable govera- 
ments by their people and orthe largest de- 
velopment of their great commercial re- 
sources. The mutual benefits of enlarged 
commercial exchanges and of a more 
familiar and friendly —— between 
our people we do desire, and inthis have 
sought their friendly co-operation. 

I have believed, however, while holding 
these sentiments in the greatest sincerity 
that we must insist upona just responsibility 
for any injuries infilcted upon our official 
representative or upon our citizens. This 
instance, kindly and justly, but firmly made 
will, I belleve, promote peace and mutual 


respect. 
OTHER FOREIGN GOVERNMENTS. . 

Our relations with Hawallhave been such 
as to attract an increased interest, and must 
continue to doso. Ideem it of great import- 
ance that the projected sub-marine cable,a 
survey for which has been made, should be 


promoted. Both fornaval and commercial 
uses, we should have quick communication 
with Honolulu. We should, be- 
fore this, have availed our. 
selves of the concession, made many 
years ago to this Government fora harbor 
and naval station at Pearl River. Many evi- 
dences of the friendliness of the Hawallan 
Government have been given in the past,and 
it is gratifying to believe that the advantage 
and necessity of a continuance of very close 
relations is appreciated. 

The friendly act of this Government in ex- 
pressing to the Government of Italy its re- 
probation and abhorrence of the lynching of 
Italiah subjects in New Orleans by the pay- 
ment of 125,000 francs, or $24,330.90 was ac- 
cepted by the King of Italy with every mani- 
festation of gracious appreciation ,and the In- 
cident has been highly promotive of mutual 
respect and good will. 

In consequence of the acfion of the French 
Government in proclaiming a protectorate 
over certain tribal districts of the west coast 
of Africa, eastward of the San Pedro River, I 
have felt constrained to make protest against 
this encroachment upon the territory of a 
republic, which was founded by the citizens 
of the United States and towards which the 
country has for many years held the intimate 
relation ofa friendly counselor. The recent 
disturbances of the public peace by law- 
less foreign marauders on the Mexican 
frontier has afforded the Governmentan op 
portunity to testify its good will for Mexico 
and its earnest purpose tofulfillthe obliga- 
tions of international friendship by pursuing 
and dispersing the evildoers. The work of 
relocating the boundary of the treaty of 
Guadaloupe Hidalgo, westward from. El 
Paso, is progressing favorably. 

Our intercourse with Spain continues on a 
friendly footing. I regret, however, not to 
be able to reportas yet the adjustment of 
the claims of the <American missionaries 
erising. from-the.disonmlersat.Ponape, in the 
Caroline Islands, but I anticipate a satis- 
factory adjustment in View of renewed and 
urgent representations to the Government 
at Madrid. 

The treatment of the religiousand educa- 
tinnal establishments of American citizens in 
Turkey has of late called for more than the 
usual share ofattention. A tendency tocur- 
tail the toleration which has so beneficially 
prevailed is discernible and has called 
forth the earnest remonstrances of 
this Government. Harrassing regu- 
lations in regard to schools and 
churches have been attempted in certain lo- 


| calities, but not without due protest and the 


assertion: of the inherent and conventional 
rights of our countrymen. Violations of 
domicile and search of the persons and ef- 
fects of citizens of the Jnited States by ap- 
parently trresponsible officials inthe Asiatic 
Vilayets have from time to time been re- 
ported. An aggravated instance of injury 
to the property or an American 
missionary at Bourdeur, in the Province of 
Konia, called forth an urgent claim (for 
reparation, which, lam pleased to say, was 
promptly heeded by the Government of the 
Porte. Interference with the trading ven- 
tures of our citizens in Asia Minoris also re- 
ported and the lack of consular representa- 
tion in that region isa serious drawback to 
instantand effective protection. il cannot 
belleve that these incidents represent a set- 
tled policy and shall not cease to urge the 
adoption of proper remedies. 

International copyright has been extended 
to Italy by proclamation in conformity with 
the act of March 4, 1591, upon assurance being 
given that Italian law permits to citizens of 
the United States the benefit of copyrieht on 
substantially the same basis as the subjects 
of Italy. 

By a special convention, proclamation Jan. 
15, 1892, reciprocal provisions of copyright 
have been applied between the United States 
and Germany. Negotiations are in progress 
with other countries to the same end. 

NICARAGUA CANAL. 

I repeat with great earnestness the recom- 
mendation which I have made mention tn 
previous messages to the Inadequate support 
given the American company engaged in the 
construction of the Nicaragua Ship Canal, It 
is impossible to overstate the value from 
every stanapoint of this great enterprise, 
and 1 hope that there may be time given in 
this Congress to giveto it an Impetus that 
will insure the early completion of the canal 
and secure to the United States its proper re- 
lations to it when completed,

LIC REVENUES. that the invitations of 
this Government for 
the assembling of an international monetary 
conference to consider the question of an en- 
larged issue of silver was accepted by the na- 
tions to which they wero issued. The con- 
ference assembled at Brussels Nov. 22, and 
has entered upon the consideration of this 
great question. I have not doubted, and 
have taken occasion to express that 
belief, as well in the invitations is- 
sued for this conference as in my 
public messages, that the free 
coinage of silver upon an agreed interna- 
tional ratio would greatly promote the inter- 
tests of our people and equally those of other 
nations. Itistooearly to predict what re- 
sults may be accomplished by the conference. 
If any temporary check ordelay intervenes 
I belleve that very soon commercial condl- 
tions will compel the now reluctant govern- 
ments tounite with usinthis movement to 


secure the enlargement of the volume of 
money needed for the transaction of the busi- 
ness of the world. 

The report of the Secretary ofthe Treasury 
will attract special interest In view of the 
misleading statements that have been made 
as to the stateof the public revenues.

CONDITION OF THE TREASURY. 

The revenues for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1892, from all sources were $425,868,- 
260.22, and the expenditures for all purposes 
were §415,953,806.56, leaving a balance of 
$9,914,453.66. There were pald during the year 


upon the public debt $40,570,467.98. The sur- 
plus in the Treasury and the bank redemp- 
tion fund, passed by the act of July lh, 
1890, to the general fund, furnished 
in large part the cash available 
and used forthe payments made upon the 
public debt. Compared with the year 1891, 
our receipts from customs duties fell off 
$42,069, 241.08, while our receipts from inter- 
ual revenue increased $8,284,823.13, leaving 
the net loss of revenue from these principal 
sources $33,784.417.95. The net loss of rev- 
enue from all sources was $32,675,972.81. 
The revenues, estimated and actual, for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1893, are placed by 
the secretary at $463,336,350.44, and the ex- 
penditures at $461,386.350.44, showing a sur- 
plus off receipts over expeuditures of $2,000,- 
000. ‘The cash balance in the Treasury at the 
end of the fiscal year itis estimated will be 
$20, 992,377.03. 

Sofaras these figures are basedon esti- 
mates of receiptsand expenditures for the 
remaining months of the current fiscal year 
there are not only the usual elements of 
uncertainty, but some added elements. New 
revenue legislation, or even the expectation 
of it may seriously reduce the public rev- 
enues during the period of uncertainty and 
during the press of business adjustment to 
the new conditions when they become known, 
But the Secretary has very wisely refrained 
from guessing as to the effect of possible 
changes in our revenue laws, since the scope 
of those changes and the time of their taking 
effect cannot in any degree be forecast or 
foretold by him. His estimates must 
based upon existing laws and upon a contin- 
uarce of existing businessconditions, except 
so far as these conditions may be affected by 
causes other than new legislation, 


ESTIMATE FOR THE FISCAL YEAR. 
The estimated receipts for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1893, are  $490,- 
121,365.38, and the estimated appropria- 
tions $457,261,335.33, leaving an esti- 
mated surplus of receipts over the ex- 


penditures of $32,860,030.05. This does not 
include any payment to the sinking fund. In 
the recommendation of the Secretary that 
the sinking fund law  ~o»be repealed I 
concur. The redemption of bonds since the 
passage of thelawto June #0, 1892, has al- 
ready exceeded the requirements by the sum 
of $900,510,651.49. The retirement of bonds in 
the future before maturity shoulda bea mat- 
ter of convenience, not of compulsion. We 
should not collect revenue for that purpose, 
but only use any casual surplus. To the Dal- 
ance of $32,860,030.05 of receipts over ex pendli.- 
tures for the year 1894should be added the 
estimated surplusat the beginning of the 
year, $20 ,992, 377.03, and from this 
aggregate there must be deducted, 
stated by the Secretary, about $44,000,000 
of estimated unexpended appropriations. 
The public confidence in the purpose and 
ability of the Government to maintain the 
purity of all money issues, whether coin or 
panes must remain unshaken, The demand 
or gold in Europe and the consequent calls 
upon us areina considerable degree the re- 
sultofthe effects of some of the European 
governments to i § increase 
reserves, and these efforts 
met by appropriations upon our 
The conditions that have created 
this drain of the treasury gold arein an im- 
ortant degree political and not commercial.

MERCHAXNT MARINE. 
Ever since our merchant marine was driven 


from the sea by the rebei cruisers during the 


War of the Rebellion, the United States thus 
paying anenormous annual tribute to for- 
eign countries in the shapeof freight and 
passage moneys, our grainand meats have 


been taken atour own docks and our large 
imports there laid down by foreign ship- 
masters. An increasing torrent of American 
travel to Europe has contributed a vast suin 
annually to the dividends of foreign ship- 
“owners. The Dalance of trade shown by the 
books of our castom-houses has been largely 
and in many ears al- 
extinguished this con- 
strain. In the year 1892 
per cent of the imports were 
in American vessels. 
The foreign steamships maintained 
by our trafic, are many of them 
under contract with their respective govern- 
ments, by whichintime of war they will be- 
come a partoftheir armed naval establish- 
ments. Profiting by our commerce in peace, 
they will become the most formidable de- 
stroyers of our commerce in timeof war.

ENLARGED AMERICAN REGISTRY. 
Tearnestly urge a continuance ofthe policy 
inaucurated by this legislation, and thatthe 
appropriations required to meet the obliga- 
tions of the Government*under the contracts 
may be promptly-made, so that the lines that 
have entered into these engagements may 


not be embarassed. We have had, by reason 
Or. connections with the trans-continental 
ratiway lines constructed through our own 
territory some advantaces in the ocean 
rade of the Pacificthat we did not possess 
on the Atlantic, The construction of 
the Canadian Pacific Ratlway and 
the establishment under large sub- 
ventions from Canada and England of fast 
steamship service from Vancouver with 
Japan and China seriously threaten our 
6h in@ginterests in the Pacific. This line 
of English steamers received, as stated by 
thé Commissioner of Navigation, a direct 
subsidy of $409,000 annually, or 30,767 trips of 
thirteen voyages, in addition to some turther 
aid from the aamiraity in connection with 
contracts by which the vessels may be used 
for nayal purposes. The competing Amer!t- 
can Pacific Maillineunderthe act of March 
6, 1891, receives only $6,389 per round-trip. 

No subject, I think, more neariy touches 
the pride, the power and the prosperity of 
our country than this of the development of 
our merchant marine upon the sea. If we

NAVAL MILITIA. 

The development of a naval militia, which 
has been organized in eight States and 
brought into cordial and co-operative rela- 
tions with the navy, is another important 
achievement. There are now enlisted in 


these organizations 1,800men andthey are 
likely to reatly extended. I recommend 
such legisiation andappropriations as will 
encourage and develop this movement. The 
recommendations of the Secretary will, I 
do not doubt, receive the friendly consider- 
ation of Oongress, for he has enjoyed 
as he has deserved,the confidence of all 
those interested inthe development of our 
navy, without any division upon partisan 
lines. I earnestly express the hope that a 
work which has made such noble progress 
may not now be stayed. The wholesome in- 
fluence for the peace and increased sense of 
security which our citizens domiciled in other 
lands feel when these magnificent ships under 
the American flag approach is already most 
gratefully apparent. The ships from our 
navy, Which willappearin the great naval 
parade pext April in the harbor of New York, 
will bea convincing demonstration to the 
world that the United States is again a naval 
power, 


Ix. 

The work of the Interior 
INTERIOR Department, always very 
DEPARTMENT. burdensome, has been 
larger than ever before 
during the administration of Secretary 
Noble, The disability pension law, 
taking of the eleventh census, the opening of 
vast areas of Indian lands to settlement, the 
organization of Oklahoma, and the negotia- 
tions for the cession of Indian lands furnish 
some of the particulars of the increased 
work ; and the results achieved testify tothe 
ability, fidelity and industry of the head of 

the department and his efficient assistants. 
Several important agreements for the ces- 
sion of Indian lands negotiated by the ccm- 
mission appointed under theact of March 2, 
1889, are awaiting the act of Congress. 


Perhaps the most i!mportant of these is that 
for the cession of the Cherokee strip. This 
has been asource of great vexation to the 
Kxecutive Department and great friction 
and unrest between the settlers who desire 
to occupy it and the Indians who assert title. 
The agreement which has been made by the 
commission is perhaps the most sutisfactory 
that could have been reached. It will be 
noticed that itis conditioned upon tts ratif- 
cation by Congress before March 4, 1893, The 
Secretary of the Interior, who has given the 
subject careful thought, recommends the 
ratification ofthe agreement, and I am in- 
clined to follow his recommendation. Certain 
it is that some action by which this contro- 
versy shali be brought to an end and these 
lands opened to settlement is urgent. 


ALASKA LAWS INADEQUATE. 
The form of government provided by Con- 
gresson May 17, 1884, for Alaska, was, in its 
frame and purpose, temporary. Theincrease 
of population and the development of some 


important mining and commercial! interests 
make it imperative that the law should be 
revised and better provision made for tho ar- 
rest and punishment of criminals. 

The report of the Secretary shows a very 
gratifying state of affairs as to the condition 
of the General Land Office. The work 
of issuing aericultural patents, which 
seemed to be s0 hopelessly in ar- 
rears when the present Secretary undertook 
the duties of his office, has been so expe- 
dited that the bureau is now caughtup on 
current business. The relief thus afforded to 
honest and worthy settlers upon the public 
lands, by givingto them an assured title to 
their entries, has been of incalculable benefit 
in developing the new States and the Terr!i- 
tories. 

The Courtof Private Land Claims, estab- 
lished by Congress forthe promotion of this 
policy of speedily settling contested land 
titles, is making satisfactory progress 
in its work, and when the work 
is completed a great impetus will 
be given to. the development of 
those regions where unsettled claims under 
Mexican grants have so long exercised thelr 
repressive influence. When to these results 
are added the former cession of Indian 
lands which have been cpened to settlement, 
aggregating during this Adminisiration 
nearly 26,000,000 acres, and agreements ne- 
gotiated and now pendingin Congress for 
ratification by which about 10,000,000 adal- 
tional acres will be opened to settlement, 
anc will be seen how much has been accom- 
plished.

THE INDIAN BUREAU, 

The work in the Indian Bureau in the exe- 
cution of the policy of recent legislation has 
been largely directed to two chief purposes; 
first, the allotment of lands In severalty to 
the Indians and the cessionto the United 


States of the surplus lands; and, secondly, to 
the work of educating the Indlans for their 
own protection in close contact with the 
white man and for the intelligent exercise of 
his new citizenship. Allotments have been 
made and patents issued to 5,900 Indians 
under the present Secreiary and 
7,600 additional allotments have 
been made, for which patents are now in 
process of preparation. ‘lhe school attend- 
ance of Indian children has been increased 
during that time over 13 per cent, 
enrollment for 1892 being nearly 20,000. A 
uniform system of school text booksand of 
study has been adopted and the work in 
those national schools brought as near as 
may be tothe basis of free common schools 
ofthe States. These schools can betrans- 
ferred and merged Into the common school 
systems of the States when the Indian has 
fully assumed his new relation tothe organ. 
ized civil community in which he resides, 
andthe new States are able to assume the 
burden, 

I have several times been called upon to re- 
move Indian agents appointed by me, and 
have done so promptly upon every sustained 
complaint of unfitness or misconduct. I be- 
lieve, however, that the Indian service at 
the agencies has been improved, and is now 
administered onthe whole witha good de- 
gtee ofefficiency. If any lexgisiation is possi- 
ble, by which the selection of Indian agents 
can be wholly, removed from all partisan 
suggestion or considerations, 1 am sure it 
would bea greatrelliefto the executive and 
a great benefit to the service. The appro- 
priation for the subsistence of the 
Cheyenne and Arapahoe Indians made 
at the jast session of Congress 
was inadequate. This smaller appropriation 
was estimated for by the Commissioner upon 
the theory thatthe large fund belonging to 
the tribe inthe public lreasury could be and 
ought to be used fortheirsupport. In view. 
however, of oe ponmies depredation claims 
against this fund and other considerations, 
the yf of the Interior, on the 
12th of April, last, submitted a supple- 
mental estimate for $50,u00. This appro- 
peeeros was not made, as it should have 

een, and the oversight ought to be remedied 
at the earliest possible date. In a special 
message to this Congress at the last session I 
stated the reasons why I had not approved 
the deed for the release to the United States 
by the Choctaws and Chickasaws of the lands 
formerly embraced in the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe reservutions, and remaining 
after allotments to that tribe. 
A resolution of the Senate expressing the 
opinion of that body, notwithstanding the 
facts stated in my special message, the deed 
should be approved and the money, $2,991, 459, 
paid over, was presented to me May 1), lsy2. 
My special message was intended to 
call the attention of Congress 
to this subject, and in view of 
the fact that it is conceded that the 
appropriation proceeded upon a false basis 
as to the amount of lands to be paid for, and 
is by $50,000 in excess of the amount they are 
entitled to, even if their claim to the land Is 
given full recognition at the rate agreed 
upon, Il have not felt willing to approve the 
deed, and shallnot dosoat least until both 
houses of Congress have acted upon the sub- 
ject. It has been informally proposed by 
the claimants to release this sum of $50,009, 
but I have no powertodemand or accept 
such a release, and such an agreement would 
be without consideration and void. I desire 
further to call the attention of Congress to 
the fact that the recent agreement concluded 
with the Kiowas and Comanches relates to 
lands which were a part of the ‘‘leased 
agistrict’’ and to which the claim of 
the Choctaws and Chickasaws is _pre- 
cisely that recognized by Congress in the ieg- 
isiation I have referred to. The surplus 
lands to which this claim would attach in the 
Kiowa and Comanche reservations is 2,500,000 
acres, and atthe same ratethe government 
willbe called uponto payto the Choctaws 
and Chickasaws for these . lands 
$8,125,000, This sum will be further 
augmented espectally if the title of the 
Indians to the tract now Grier County,Tex., is 
estabiished. T duty devolved upon me in 
this connectio as simply to pass upon the 
form ofthed ; but asin my opinion the 
facts mentioned in my special message wero 
adequately brought to the attention of 


Congress in connection with the legislation, 
I have felt thati would not be justified in 
acting without some new expression of the 
legislative will. 


PENSION BUKEAU. 

The report of the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions, to which extended notice is given by 
the Secretary of the Interior in his report, 
will attract great attention. Judged by the 
aggregate amount of work done the last year 


it has been the greatest in the history of this 
office. I belleve that the organization of the 
office is efficient and that the work has 
been done with Odelity. The ssage of 
what is known as the digability act 
‘has, as was foreseen, very largely increased 
the annual disbursements to the disabled 
veterans of the Civil War. The estimate for 
this fiscal year was $144,956,000, and that 
amount was approoriated, A deficiency 
amounting to $10,058,621 must be provided 
for at this session. The es- 
timates for pensions for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1894, is $165,000,000. The 
Commissioner of Pensions believes that, if 
the present legisiation and methods are 
maintained and further additions to the pen- 
sion laws are not made, the maximum ex- 
penditure for pensions will De reached June 
80, 1894, and will be at the highest polnt, 
$188 000,000 per annum, 

I adhere to the views expressed in previous 
messages that the care of the disabled sol- 
diers ofthe war of the rebellion is a matter 
ornational concern and duty. Perhaps no 
emotion cools sooner than that of gratitude, 
but I cannot believe that this process has yet 
reached a point with our people that would 
sustain the policy of remitting the care of 
these disabled vetarans to the inadequate 
agencies provided by local laws. The 
parade on the 2%th of September last 
upon the streets of this capital of 60,000 of 
the surviving Union veterans of the War of 
the Rebellion was a most touching anda thrill- 
ing episode, andthe rich and gracious wel- 
come extended to them by tho District of Co- 
lumbia a the applause that greeted 
their progress from tens of thousands 
of people from all the States 
did much to revive the recollections of the 
grand review, when these men,and many 
thousand others now in their graves, were 
welcomed with grateful joy as victors ina 
Struggle in which the national unity, honor 
and wealth were al at issue. 


UNION PACIFIC COMMISSION. 

In my last message I called attention to the, 
fact that some legislative action was neces- 
sary inorder to protect the interests of the 
government in its relations with the Union 


Pacific Railway. The Commissioner of Rail- 
roads has submitted a very full re- 
port, giving exact information as 
to the debt, the Hens upon the 
company’s property, and its resources. 
We must dealwith the question as we find it 
and take that course which will, under exist- 
ing conditions, best secure the interests of 
the United States. I recommended in my 
last annual message that a commission be 
appointed to deal with this question and I re- 
new that recommendation and suggest that 
the commission be given full power,

The report of the Sec- 
DEPARTMENT OF retary of Agriculture 
AGRICULTURE, contains not only a 
most interesting state- 
ment ofthe progressive and valuable work 
done under the administration of Secretary 
Rusk, but many suggestions for the enlarged 
usefulness of this important department. In 
the unsuccessful effort to break down the re- 
strictions to the free introduction of 
our meat products in the countries 
of Europe, the Secretary has been untiring 
fromthe first, stimulating and alding all 
other Government officers at home and 
abroad whose official duties enabled them 
to participate inthe work. The total trade 
in hog products with Europe in May, 1892, 
amounted to 82,000,000 pounds, against 46,- 
900,000 in the same month of 1891; in June, 
1892,the exportsageregated 55,000,000 pounds, 
against 46,000,000 pounds inthe same month 
or the previous year; in July there 
was an increase of 41 per cent, and 
in August of 5% per cent over the 
corresponding months of 1891. Over 40,000 
pounds of inspected pork has been ex- 
ported since the law was put into operation, 
and a comparison of the four months of May, 
June, Julyand August, 2, with the same 
months of 1891, shows dn increase in the 
number of pounds of our export of pork prod- 
ucts of 62 per cent and an increase 
in value of 6612 per cent. The 
exports of dressed beef increased 
from 137,900,000 pounds in 1889 to 22,500,000 In 
isv?, or about 60 per cent. During the past 
year there have been exported 494,607 head of 

cattie, awalnmst 205,756 exported In Issy. 


CATTLE INSPECTION. 

This increased exportation has been largely 
promoted by the inspection authorized by 
law and the faithful efforts of the Secretary 
and his efficient subordinates to make that 


inspection thorough and to care- 
fully exclude from all cargoes 
diseased or suspected cattle. The 
requirements of the English regulations that 
live cattle arriving frum the United States 
must be slaughtered at. the docks had its 
originin the claim that pleuro-pneumonia 
existedamong American cattle and the ex. 
istence of the disease could only certainly be 
determined by a post-mortem Inspection, 

The Department of Agriculture has labored 
with great energy and faithfulness to ex- 
tirpate this disease,. and on Sept. 2 
last a public announcement was made 
by the Secretary that the disease no 
longer existed within the United 
states. He Is entirely satisfied, after the 
most searching inquiry, that this statement 
was justified and that by a continuance of 
the inspection and quarantine now required 
of cattle brought intothis country the dis- 
ease can be prevented from again getting 
any foothold. The value to the 
cattle industry of the United 
States of this achievement can hardly 
be estimated. We cannot perhaps at once 
insist thatthe evidence shall be accepted as 
satisfactory to other countries; but if the 
present exemption from the disease ts inain- 
tained and the inspection of our cattle arriv- 
ing at foreign ports, in whichour own vVet- 
erinarians participate, confirms it, we may 
justly expect that the requirements that our 
cattle shall be slaughtered at the docks 
will be revoked as the sanitary 
restrictions on our pork products have been. 
If our cattle can be taken aliveto the inte- 
rior the trade wlll be enormously increased. 

Agricultural products constitute 71.1 per 
cent of our unprecedented exports for the 
fiscal year, which closed June 30, 1892, the 
total exports being $1,030,287,030, and the 
value of the agricultural products $793,717,676, 
which exceeds by more than $150,000,000 the 
shipment of agricultural products in any 
previous year. 

An interesting and a promising work for the 
benefit of the American farmer has been De- 
gun through agents of the Agricultural De.- 
partment in Europe, and consists in efforts 
to introduce the various products of Indian 
corn as articles of human food. The 
high price ot rye afford a favorabie 
opportunity for the experiment in  Ger- 
many of combining cornmeal with rye to 
produce a cheap bread. A fair degree of 
success has been attainedand some mills for 
grinding corn for tood have been introduced. 
The Secretary is of the opinion that this new 
use for the products of corn has already 
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stimulated exportations and thatif diligently 
prosecuted large and important markets can 
presentiy be opened forthis great American 
product, 

The suggestions of the Secretary for an en- 
largement of the work ofthe department are 
recommended to your favorable considera- 
tion. It may be, I think, said without chal- 
lenge, thatin no corresponding period has 
so much been doneas during the last four 
years for the benefit of American agriculture. 


xI. 
The subject of quar- 
MISCELLANEOUS antine regulations, 
RECOMMENDATIONS, inspection and con- 
trol was brought sud- 
denly to my attention by the arrival at our 
ports in August last of vessels infected 
with cholera. Quarantine regulations should 
be untform atall our ports. Under the con- 
stitution they are plainly within the exclu- 
sive federal jurisdiction when and so far as 
Congress shall legislate. 

In my opinion the whole subject should be 
taken into national control and adeguate 
power given to the Executive to protect peo- 
ple against plague invasions. On the frst of 
September last I approved regulations es- 
tablishing a twenty-day quarantine for all 
vessels bringing immigrants from foreign 
ports. This order will be continued In force, 
Some loss and suffering have resulted to pas-

But the most careful and stringent quaran- 
tine regulations may not be sufficient abso- 
lutely to exclude the disease. The progress 
of medical and sanitary soilénce has been 
such, however, that ,approved _ pre- 
cautions are taken A once to put 
all of our cities’ and towns in the 
best sanitary condition and a provi- 
sion is made for isolating any sporadic cases 
and for a thorough disinfection, an epidemic 
can, lam sure, be avoided. This work ap- 
pertains to the local authorities and the 
responsibility, and the penalty will be ap- 
palling it itis neglected or unduly delayed. 

Weare pecullarly subject in our great por- 
tion of the spread of thneinfectious diseases 
by reason of the fact that unrestricted immi- 
gration brings to us out of European cities in 
the overcrowded steerages of great steam- 
shipsalarge numberof persons whose sur- 
roundings make them the easy victims of the 
piague. This consideration, as well as those 
affecting the political, moral and industrial 
interests of our country lead me to renew the 
suggestion that admission to ourcountry and 
to the high privileges of its citizenship should 
be wore restricted and more careful, 


IMMIGRATION RESTRICTIQNS, 
We have, I think, aright and owe a duty to 
our own people, and especially to our work- 
ing people, not only to keep out the vicious, 


the ignorant, the civil disturber, the pauper 
and the contract laborer, but to check the 
too great flow of immigration now coming 
by further limitations, 

The reportof the World’s Columbian Ex- 
osition has not been submitted. Thatof the 
soard of Management of the Government ex- 
hibit has been received and is herewith 
transmitted. The work of construction and 
of preparation for the opening of the Exposi- 
tion in May next has progressed most satis- 
factorlly and uponascale of HUberality and 
magnificence that will worthily sustain the 
honor of the United States. 


DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 


The District of Columbia is left by a de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of the DIstrict 
without any law regulating the liquor traffic. 
An old statute of the Legislature of the Dis- 


trict relating to the licensing of various 
vocations has hitherto been treated by the 
commissioners as giving them power to 
grantor refuse licenses to sell intoxicant 
liquors and as subjecting those who _ sold 
without license to penalties. In May 
last the Supreme Court of the 
District held against this view of the pow- 
ers of commissioners. It is of urgent im- 
portance, therefore, that Congress should 
supply, either by direct enactmentor by 
conferring discretionary powers upon the 
commissioners, proper limitations and re- 
straints upon the liquor traffic in the district. 
The district has suflered in its reputation by 
many crimes of violence, a large per cent of 
them resulting from drunkenness and the 
liquor traffic. The capital of the nation 
should be freed from this reproach by the en- 
actment of stringent restrictions and limita- 
tions upon the trafic. 

In renewing the recommendations which I 
have made in three preceding annual mes- 
sages that Congress should legisiate for rall- 
road employes against the dangers incident 
to the old and inadequate methods of brak- 
ing and coupling which are still in use upon 
freight business, | do so with the hope that 
this Congress may take action on the 
subject. Statistics turnished by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission show that dur- 
ing the year ending June 30, 1890, there were 
forty-seven different styles of car-couplers 
reported to be in use,«j. and that 
during the same period there were 2,660 
employes Killed and 26,140 injured. Nearly 16 
per cent of the deaths occurred in the coup- 
ling and uncoupling of cars and over 36 per 
cent of the injuries had the same origin. 

The Civil Service Commission ask for an 
appropriation for needed clerical assist- 
ance, which I think should be given. I 
extended the classified service March 1, 1892, 
to include physicians, superintendents, as- 
sistant superintendents, school teachers and 
matrons in the Indian service and have had 
under consideration the subject of some 
further extensions, but liave not as yet fully 
Getermined the lines upon which extensions 
can most properly and usefully be made,

and purity of the ballot and the equality of 
the elector, without the guaranty of which 
the Government could never have been 
formed, and without the continuance of 
which it cannot continue to exist in peace 
and prosperity. It is time that mu- 
tual charges of unfairness and 
fraud between the great parties 
should cease and that the sincerity of those 
who profess a desire for pure and honest 
elections should be brought to the test of 
their willingness to free our legislation and 
our election methods from everything that 
tends to Impair the public confidence 
in the announced result. The necessity 
for an inquiry and for legislation by Congress 
upon this subject is emphasized by that fact 
that the tendency of the  legisia- 
tion in some States in recent years 
has been, in some important particu- 
lars, away from and not toward free and 
fair elections and equal apportionments. It 
istime that we should come together upon 
the high plane of patriotism, while we devise 
methods that shall secure the right of any 
man qualified by law to cast a free ballot and 
give to every such ballot an equal value in 
choosing our public officers and in directing 
the policy of the Government. 


TO PUNISH LYNCHINGS. 
Lawlessness is not less such but more 


where it usurps the functions ofthe peace 
officer and of the courts. The frequent 
lynchings of colored people accused of crime 
is without the excuse which has sometimes 
been urged by mobs for a failure to pursue the 
appointed methods for the punishment of 
crime that the accused have an undue in- 
fluence over courts and juries. Such acts 
are a reproach to the community where 
they occur and as faras they can be made 
subjected of Federal jurisdiction the 
strongest repressive legislation is demanded.

No lesson needs be _ 50 
urgently impressed upon our people as this 
that no worthy end or cause Can be promoted 
by lawlessness.

Trial of Oarlyle W. Harris on an 
Appeal. 


CHARGED WITH DRUGGING HI8 WIFE TO 
DEATH. 


One of the Most Sensational Cases in 
Oriminal Annals— The Prisoner a 
Young Medical Student—Sad Ending 
ofe@ Secret Marriage—Chain of Strong 
Evidence. 


ALBAnr, N. Y., Dec. 6.—The third case on 
the Court of Appeals calendar to-day was 
that of the appeal of Carlyle W. Harris, from 
a conviction of murder inthe first degree in 
having caused the death of his wife, Helen 
Potts, by means of morphine, Feb. 
1, isi, in New York City. 
@ppellant is a mere boy, 23 years of 
age, a son of Mrs. McCready Harris, a grand- 
son of the well-known physician, Prof. sen- 
jamin W. Oready. He was a student at the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons in the 
City of New York, and had been quite suc- 
cessful in his studies, and was about 
to graduate with the honor of _ /re- 
ceiving a hospital appointment, Those 
who attended to-day heard one 
of the most remarkable arguments ever 
presented. William F. Howe of the firm of 
Howe & Hummoejas«ced fora new trial for 
the young ma nd in presenting the evi- 
Gence upon which to base the claim argued 
On nineteen points. The brief in the 
case covers 107 pages, and is full of 
interest. Mr. Howe asserted to the Court that 
the evidence presents a case where the 
defendant was convicted of the highest crime 
known to law upon circumstantial evidence, 
which was clearly insufficientto sustaina 
conviction;and conviction was brought by 
prejudice created in the minds of the 
jury by proof of facts entirely dis- 
connected with the transaction alleged 
in the indictment, under * the 
guise of being circumstances to show motive 


on the part of the defendant. It does not 
appear from the evidence that the deceased 
from the time that she first exhibired symp- 

toms of illness until death was ever con- 
scious or explained anything concerning her 
iliness, and the case was treated by the phye 
sicians purely from the symptonis as ap- 
peared tothem, which they diagnosed as an 
overdose of morphine. The case does not 
show evidence that the deceased ever took 
any one of the capsules which the defendant 
delivered to her.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


Rothschild Withdraws His Plap From the 
Monetary Conference. 

BRUSSELS, Dec. j6.—The International Mon- 
etary Conference resumed ‘its sitting to-day 
and continued its discussion of the report of 
the committee, which examiped into the 
Rothschild proposal. After a speech by Sir 
C. Rivers Wilson, a member of the 


British delegation, Mr. Rothschild announced 
that he withdrew his scheme from the furth- 
er consideration ofthe eonference. It is be- 
lieved that the TY" delegates will declare 
against the plan of Moritz vy which pro- 
vides for the gradual withdrawal of 
all gold coin under twenty francs and 
also of all small bank notes below 
a certain value and the substitution 
ofsilver. The Indian delegates favor in- 
steadthe plan of the English delegate, 
Rothschild, fora sydicate ofthe nations to 
make annual purchases of silver to the 
amount of £5,000,000, Americajto continue her 
purchasesas at present, purchases to be 
surpended inthe eventjof silver rising above 
43 pence (86 cents) per ounce. 

The Paris Journal des Debats, whose finan- 
cial editor was a member of the committee 
appointed to the international monetary 
conference to consider the Rothschild pro- 
posals, declares that the scheme was only a 
slight modification of the project advanced 
ten years ago by Prof. Levi, a German. The 
paper adds that the proposals would not 

ave received any attention if they had not 
been presented by Mr. Rothschild.

The defendant, as a Constable, levied 
several executions in favor of the defendant 
on property exempt from execution. He 
sold the property and applied the proceeds to 
such executions. Subsequently he was sued 
by the execution debtor and compelled to re- 
fund the money and now seeks to recover it 
from the defendant as money applied to the 
execution by mistake, 

The defendant flied a demurrer in the Cir- 
cuit Court andthe court gavea judgment to 
the defendant on the demurrer. This pro- 
ceeding is irregular, the court holds, as no 
such thingis known in lawasa demurrer to 
a statement filed ina justice’s court. There 
can therefore be no such thing as a judgment 
upon demurrers in proceedings originating 
before a justice. 

**There is nothing therefore properly be- 
fore us,’’ he continued, ‘‘except the fact 
that the court rendered an informal judg- 
ment in this case upon an unauthorized 
pleading which does not even form pax of the 
record. This is not a moot court. It can 
only decide such questions as arise upon the 
rec rd brought before it by appeal or writ of 
error. 

“The judgement is reversed and the cause 
remanded,.’’ 

In the case of George C. Glenville against 
the St. Louls Kailroad Co., an action for 
damages begun before a Justice of the Peace, 
the court of Appeals this morning 
reversed the judgment and remanded the 
case for a new trial, Judge Rombauer who 
delivered the opinion, concluded by saying 
that there was no evidence of wilfulness and 
recklessness on the part of defendant’sem- 
ployes. 

The case grew out of a grip car running 
into a horse and wagon of the plaintiff’s, kil- 
ling the horse, damaging the wagon and in- 
juring the boy.

Remains of Jay Gould Borne to Their Last 
Resting Place. 


NEw YorK, Dec. 6.—From early morning 
the siiewalk opposite the Gould mansion was 
lined with men and women who seemed im- 
pelled to gather there more through curilos- 
ity than anything else. It was the day 
of the financial king’s burial, and 


they would at least catch a glimpse of the 
casket as it was carried out. The announce- 
ment made yesterday thatthe long drive to 
the tomb would De begun at 9:30 o’clock led 
the mourners to assemble early. The com- 
pany which attended the in- 
terment included only the mem- 
bers of his family and ai score of 
his intimate friends. Drs. Paxton and Mc- 
Cracken entered the first carriage which 
movea to the front of the house; in the sec- 
ondand third the dead man’s family, and 
the following carriages were occupied by 
friends of the family. As the carriages 
moved away the crowds dispersed and in a 
few minutes the street had resumed its ac- 
customed appearance. 

As early as9o’clock afew stragglers en- 
tered Woodlawn Cemetery and made their 
way towaras the Gould mausoleum. The 
crowd, which never assumed large propor- 
tions, was made up mostly of women. 

At 12:10 o’clock the solemn toll of the bell at 
the chapel was heard, and the hearse, fol- 
lowed by a line of carriages, entered the 
cemetery. Ten minutes later the hearse 
stopped in front of the pathway that 
led to the tomb. Four men lifted 
the coffin outand placeditinthe box. Out 
of thefirst carriage stepped George Gould, 
and on his arm rested Miss Helen Gould. They 
were followed by Edwin Gould and his young 
wife, Frank Gould escorting Miss Annie 
Gould, Howard Gould with Mrs. Edith King- 
don Gould, Mr. Abram Gould, 
Mrs. Taylor, Mrs. Northrup and 
the two Misses Northrup, Chancellor 
McCracken and others. Although it was 
said that no guard would be placed at the 
tomb, the two cemetery policemen were 
stilion duty when the last of the mourners 
and onlookers had left.

To his surprise the visitor 
jumped to his feet and limped away, crying 
with pain and tightly clutching the seat of 
his trousers.

Meyers finally succeeded in marshaling his 
forcesandthen the body moved to Central 
Turner Hall, on Tenth stree}, and shut them- 
selves up in executive session. 

It was not expected that very much would 
be accomplished onthe frst aay, but before 
they leave the barbers expect to sign the 
death warrant to Sunday shaving, which is 
the bane of the existence of the men whojmake 
your face smooth and sore. This Sunday clos- 
ing is one of the matters of frst importance 
before the convention. In Sst. Louls 
there is a fight in progress over it. A Dill ha s 
already passed the Council that would, if 
finally passed, compel people to visit the 
shops on saturday night or go unkempt on 
the Sabbath. It is the work of 
the local jotrneymen barbers, and when it 
went through the Council that body was 
under the impression that it was carrying 
out the wishes of all the barbers in 
the city. But has since been 
found that the owners of barber-shops most 
decidedly do not wantthe law. It is theold 
story of comfict of interest between em- 
ployer and employe. The city fathers 
have been made aware also of the 
fact that the proprietors of shops havea 
union of thefrown. Iitiscalledthe St. Louls 
Barbers’ Union, and as it does not unite 
forces on this particular question with the 
journeymen barbers there are two 
forces pulling in different direc- 
tions, and municipal legislators 
are ina quandary. They don’t' know whether 
to vote for or against the measure when 
it comes up in the lower house. 
These are facts, coupled with 
others, that led the Journeymen Barbers’ 
International Union to select St. Louls as its 
place of meeting this year. ‘They hope to 
take such actionas will circumvent the op- 
position of the shop owners, one of their 
plans being to call upon all labor 
organizations in sympathy with 
them to appoint committees to wait upon 
representatives in the State Legislature and 
urge them to introduce a State law closing 
the shops on Sunday, thus over- 
riding the halting municipal authorities. 
It isthought that thiscan be done, because 
there are more journeymen Darbers and con- 
sequently more voters in the trade who want 
the law than there are shop owners 
who do not, The journeymen  ODar- 
bers argue that the closing 
of shops on sunday would not lessen weekly 
receipts, and that the proprietors would 
find that the men would work 
better and more satisfactorily if not com- 
pelled to work every day of the week. But 
the shop-owners fear a lessening of receipts, 
and will do some lobbying to prevent iegisla- 
tion to prohibit the opening of the shops ona 
Sunday. 

The removal of the headquarters of the 
International Union from st. Paul to St. 
Louls is a proposition that seems 
popular among the delegates now 
here. It will be strongly advocated by 
the local berbers, and as there are many 
reasons why the charge should be made itis 
probabie that it will go through. 

At the forenoon session of the con- 
vention to-day, Oscar Payne of Evans- 
Ville, George Smith of Quincy, 
Ill., and W. CC. Heidekamp o! Springfeld, 
lll., were appointed asa Committee on Cre- 
Gentials. James EK. Fitzgerald was made 
temporary secretary. Theconvention then 
adjourned until 2 o'clock. 


DEFAMED THE DEAD. 


Revivalist Lowery Preaches on the Lives 
of Abbott, Gould, Barnum and Gilmors, 


The large congregation assembled at Cen- 
tenary M. E. Church, Sixteenth and Pine 
streets, Sunday night were treated to rather 
a startling sermon by Rev. J. B. Lowery of 
Little Rock, Ark., Whois now conducting a 
revivalatthat church. Mr. Lowery isare- 
vivalist of considerable note inthe South,and 
was before his conversion, it is stated, a 
commerciel traveler for a St. Louts house. 


Sunday night he was urging sinners to turn 
away from sinandto avoid places and ex- 
amples that led tosin. He pointed out sev- 
eral morals by using the names of people 
deceased, most of-whom had been promi- 
hently identified with the amusement world. 

‘*‘There was Emma <Abbott,’’ said the 
preacher, ‘‘who had that trouble with the 
Nashville (Tenn.) minister who preached 
against her. Kkmma Abbott had a splendid 
voice, a magnetic and winning  per- 
sonality. When she died it was 
as a professed Christian, and she 
left money to several churches. But-what 
was the influence of Kmma Abbott’s life? It 
was tolead other young women totry and 
follow herto the heights of fame which she 
hau reached through God’s gift to 
her or a beautiful voice. But 
these other young women had “~not 
Emma Abbott’s voice, and all that herex- 
ample led them todo wastoenter the paths 
oftemptation. They falled to become great 
singers, and, instead, they fell intosin, and 
their ruined and wrecked lives may be traced 
to Emma Abbott’s influence. How much 
better if Miss Abbott had donated her great 
gifts to the service of God!’’ 

The minister then paid his respects to the 
memory of the late P. T. Barnum, whose 
name, he said, was associated only with the 
circus, and whose one aim in life had been to 
get the mighty dollar, no matter what temp- 
tation he hadto place in the path of the 
righteous. Next he- briefly considered the 
lesson of Jay Gould’s life. Then he said: 

_**And there is the late Col. P. 8. Gilmore. 
You all knew him, and I have nothing to say 
against the influence of the music with which 
he has charmed his audiences. But what 
about Col. Gilmore’s private life? What 
about the cause of his deatl. which is an open 
secret?’’ 

For some reason Rev. Mr. Lowery dropped 
the lesson of Gilmore’s life and death at this 
point without another word on the subject. 
Itissaid that Pastor Werlein of the Cen- 
tenary Church frowned. and shook his head 
at Mr. Lowery at this juncture, but Mr. Wer- 
lein denies that he did so. Anyway nothing 
more was said about Gilmore. But the min- 
ister concluded his sermon as follows: 

**Some of you may think that it is not right 
forme tothus use the names of the dead in 
warning you from sin and temptation. 

reply to this that if I 
pe agg it would turn a sinner from 
his sin, I would go out to Bellefontaine and 
Calvary Cemeteries, drag the dead from their 
graves and shake their fleshiess jaws in the 
sinner’s face until the teeth rattied!’’

Daring Robbers Stop a Union Depot Car 
and Shoot the Conductor. 

As California aveue car No. 212 of the Union 
Depot line passed Osage street going towards 
Keokuk on California avenue at 5:50 o’clock 
yesterday evening, two men standing on 
either side of the track signaled to Motor- 
man Barney Keatingto slowup. He did so, 
and the two men got onthe rear platform, 
Conductor Wm. Alexander rang the bell for 


thecar to go on, which itdid. There was 
but one passenger on the car, Mrs. K. E. 
Nugent of Louisville, Ky., who was visitin 
the family of Dr. Hartman at No, 18l 

Lafayette avenue. The corner where the two 
men got aboard is known as the darkest 
place along that line, the tripof the car was 
the last forthat day, and presumably the 
conductor would have in his charge the full 
day’s receipts for the car’s traffic. Allof 
these facts show that what followed had 
been a carefully prearranged plan to hold up 
the conductor on his last trip and secure 
thereby the best results possible from Dalton 
gang tactics reduced to street railway possi- 
bilities. As Conductor Alexander reached up 
and pulled the bell-strap one of the men sud- 
denly leveled a revol verjat him and sald: 

‘*Throw up your bands!’’ 

Alexander, who is a_ stalwart fellow, 
bravely ignored the order, made a sudaen 

rasp for the pistol with one band and for 
the highwayman’s coat collar with the 
other. As he offered this unexpected resist- 
ance, the man fired, the bullet entering 
Alexander’s left breast. Reeling to one side 
with the shock, Conductor Alexander stag- 
gered and fell backward from the car into 
the street. The two robbers also sprang 
from the car, fired a second shot at Alex- 
ander, standing almost above his prostrate 
body, and then ran rapidly from the scene in 
Oo te directions. 
otorman Barney Keating and Mrs. Nugent 
on the car then still speeding toward Keokuk 
street were in complete ignorance of what 
had happened on the platform. Mrs. Nugent 
was reading andthe motorman was busy at 
the brake. At Keokuk streeta man signaled 
the car to stop, which it did, and the passen- 
got aboard. otorman Keeting waited for 
the bell-tap to go ahead, 

did not come, Looking’ back 

platform he saw that Conductor Alexander 
was missing. Atthesame moment he saw 
Alexander stepping towards the car, leaning 
on a stranger who had gone to his assistance, 
Alexander was bleeding, and when taken on 
the car he told the story of his struggle. 
Motorman Keating had heard the pistol-shot, 
but had no idea it was fired on the rear plat- 
form of his own car. The wc unded conductor 
was taken tothe office of the Union Depot 
line on South Jefferson avenue, where he 
made a report of the startling 
attempt to rob him, and was then sent tohis 
home at No. 1910 South Sefferson avenue, 
only a few doors distant. A doctor was sum- 
moned, but did not probe forthe bullet, and 
this morning Alexander was sent to the Mul- 
lanphy Hospital on Grand avenue, where the 
bullet will be removed. He ts not thought to 
be dangerously injured, as it is believed the 
ball glanced and inflicted only a flesh wound. 
Mrs.. Nugent, the only passenger on 
the car, took the next. car and 
went on her journey. She gave her 
name and address to the conductor of the 
second car, but left this morning for her 
home in Loutsville, Ky. To the people with 
whom she was stopping she sald last night 
that she knew nothing of what had happened 
until it was allover, and had not noticed the 
two men. The description of the man who 
did the shooting is given by Conductor Alex- 
ander as follows: About 21 years old; height, 
5 feet 8 inches; smooth face; light-weight 
black overcoat. The second man is described 
as being about 18 years old, 5 feet 7 inches; 
wearing a dark coat splashed with mud, The 
police and detective force were at once 
placed on the case. 

Even had Collector Alexander’s pluck not 
kept the two bold robbers from accomplisb- 
ing their purpose, thew would have secured 
only a few dollars, the receipts of one round 
trip, as Alexander had just been placed 
‘*extra’’ on thattrip, the regulag conductor 
having been relieved for the day and turned 
in his receipts to the office. It 
is believed, however, from the robbers’ 
choice of time and place, and their boarding 
a car that had only one passenger, that they 
were pecullarly familiar with the work on 
that line, and were working on a carefully 
pre-arranged plan. Conductor Alexander ts 
the only one who canidentify the robbers 
should they be arrested. 

Henry Brimm anu Willlam Horton were 
arrested at 2:15 o’clock this morning Dy 
Officers Tebeau and Nanion on suspicion of 
being Conductor Alexander’s assailants. 


REAL ESTATE INTERESTS. 


Heavy Furchases on Both Sides of the 
River by a Local Capitalist. 


Mr. James Campbell, the broker, has been 
operating quite extensively in real estate on 
both sides of the river, his purchases within 
the past few days amounting to over $135,000. 
On the east side of the river he 
bought from J. T. McVasland, the East St. 


Louis operator, a frontage of 450x191%2 feet 
toan alley on the north side or Broadway, 
between Eleveath and Pearl streets, about 
400 feet north of the Granby White Lead 
Works, at $23 a foot, subject to a_ special 
assessment of $7.50 a foot against the 
property for raising the gradeg@gand 
paving the street. Another purchase by 
‘ir. Campbell from Mr. McCasland was that 
of 240x120 feet of ground on the norta line of 
Broadway between Champa and Twelfth 
street, 400 feet north of the Mal- 
leable Iron Works, at $20 a _ foot. 
This ground was also bought subject to a 
special assessment of $7.50 a foot for grading 
and street paving. This property was bought 
with a view to building improvements. Iitis 
located right on the line of Mr. Campbell’s 
proposed electric road, which is to be ex- 
tended on to Alta Sita next spring. 

Several weeks ago reference was made in 
these columns toa sale of the old Cyclorama 
property onthe north side of Washington 
avenue, at the intersection of Fourteenth 
street, and the transfer of that 
site has been finally accomplished 
by Mr. Campbell, who has taken the 
premises for $120,000. This property, 147X139 
feet, is occupled by the ruins of the Academy 
of Music, the product of Chicago architects, 
which collapsed into its present state of 
confusion while in process of construction. 
Speaking of this location, with an equal 
frontage on both Washington and Lucas avs. 
Mr. Campbell said his idea in buying it was 
that it- would be an admirable place fora 
hotel which he would build there himself un- 
less some one else did. When the grantors 
of the cyclorama property bought the ground 
in 1885, they paid an average of $400 a foot for 
it. Mr. Campbell paid a fraction under $lya 
foot for the property.

CHAIRMAN WEHRER BECOMES 
TIVELY HOSTILE TO THE BILL. 


AC- 


He Gives an Interesting Statement of 
His Dealings With the City Central 
President—Manager Scullin Forced to 
Adopt the Transfer System—The Price 
of the Three Franchises. 


To-night’s session of the City Council will 
decide which of the three street railway com- 
panies that want it will get the right to first 
lay tracks onthe Eighteenth street bridge. 
President Eugene Sweeney has still a fight- 
ing chance leit forhis bill, but there is an 
undertone of talk among the Councilmen 
that bodes 111 for it. 

The Railroad Committee say they will re- 
port the bill to-night, but they intend to 
hand it down with such onerous conditions 
that W. H. Thompson, the attorney of Mr. 
Sweeney, has been busy to-day invoking 
the aid of his friends in the Council to relieve 
the bill of them. 

The Esituation® was put G very@ clearly 
to-day by Chairman Charles E. Wehner 
of the Railroad Committee, who is 
indignant that his committee shoulda be 
charged by Councilmen with favoring Street 
Ratilway Managers John Scullinand George 
Daumhof and treating Mr. Sweeney with in- 
justice, 

“When Mr. Sweeney first introduced his 
bill,’’ said Chairman Wehner,’’ wetold him 
that he must get his company incorporated 
before we could consider the measure. He 
incorporated acompany. There was Eugene 
Sweeny, 98 shares; Alexander Hamilton, 1 
share, and Boehmer, 1 share. I don’t 
believe either of these gentlemen knew any- 
thing aboutthe road. It was all Sweeney. 
We told him we must have a guarantee 
thathe had the money to build the 
road. He showed us a telegram from Indlan- 
apolis from a gentleman there, saying that if 
Sweeney got the franchise he would take an 
interest in the company. 

WHEN SWEENEY WAS CONFIDENT. 

*“*That was not satisfactory to us, but 
Sweeney wept around and worked up senti- 
ment among the people who lived in the parts 


oftown where his road was to run, and they 
came after us so much that we were 
forced to promise to report 
the bill, even though we were not 
Satisfied. With all these people asking for 
the bill we would have been placed ina false 
position if we had refused toreportit. so 
we had a meeting tofixthe bill up toreport 
it, and Sweeney was present. When it came 
to the matter of compensation, we wanted to 
make him pay $2,000 a year forcrossing the 
Dridge, and he fought like ai obuil- 
dog for $1,000, saying that 

wanted to load his bill down, 
we yielded and made it $1,000. 

**The very night we reported the bill, 
Sweeney, after fighting as he had, sent ina 
proposition to the Council to pay the entire 
cost of the Eighteenth Street Bridge if 
his bill was passed. It was a clear bull- 
dozing scheme, and all of us saw through it. 
The people on Armstrong avenue protested 
Against that street being used for the 
Dridge, and we took the bill back 
again. Then we sent word to Mr. Sweeney, 
while we were waiting to give the Armstrong 
avenue people a hearing, that he must give 
us an assurance that he had money enough 
to bulldthe road. We heard nothing of him, 
and we took upthe Scullin bill and the Lin- 
deli bDilland spent a good deal of time on 
them, Oxing them up. When we got ready 
to report them, here came Mr. Sweeney 
again with a statement from the directors 
and a certificate from Mr, Thompson, as 
trustee,.’’ 

CASH WITH A STRING TO IT. 

Chairman Wehner reached down by the 
side of his desk and got ocutof a little green 
box the letter of the directors, which he read 
with much amused chuckling. ‘*You see the 
directors say here,’’ he went on, ‘‘that they 
have ‘secured’ a $50,000 depositin bank. As 
if that meant anything.

The Railroad Committee is not satisfied 
with this offer. Councilman E. F. W. Meler 
said at the meeting yesterday that the Rail- 
road Committee intetded to make Mr, 
Sweeney pay, in lieu of the $300,000 he offered, 
$4,000 a year for the first five years of the fran- 
chise, $%,000a yearfor the next five years, 
$8,000 forthe nextten years, $10,000 for the 
ten years to 1925, and $20,000 ayear after that, 
a total of $430,000. 

Manager Baumhoff offers $2,000 a year from 
1895 to 1900, $8,000 a yearto 1915, $4, a year 
to 1925 and $5,000 a year from thattime till 
the franchise expires in 1932. 

Manager Scullin offers $1,000 a year less in 
the same proportions. Neither road engages 
to pay to the city any percentage of its re- 
ceipts, gross or net. Comptroller John D, ste- 
venson’s favorite plan of raising revenue by 
the street railways is throughthis sort of 
taxation. Hesaidto-day: ‘‘*The city is get- 
ting barely anything from Its street rallways 
at present. No franchise should be given by 
the Assembly to a street railroad without 
making it pay a certain percentage on its net 
or gross receipts. That is by far the best 
plan of taxingthe roads. It is as fair to the 
young road, barely making expenses as to 


‘) the other one that Is doing well. 


A CRISIS FOR THE BILLS, 

The proposstsee to sell the bridge crossing 
to the highest bidder has been made ina the 
Council, but nothing will come of it. Coun- 
Cilman William T. Anderson said to-day: 
‘*We have no right to Sell that crossing tothe 
highest bidder and make the roads that 
want that route pay more than those which 
use the down town streets. Moreover 
no one road is going to get that 
crossing. we can’t let one company 
go over and keep out the others, or 
at least we will not. I shall certainly vote to 
give Mr. Sweeney’s company the right to use 
the Dridge, as well as the others.’’ 

As the bills are allina critical condition 
just now, to-night’s session of the Council 
will draw every railway manager in the 
city to it. If Mr. Sweeney’s bill is 
reported and sent to engrossment, 
If his bill {1s 
held by the committee or if it is reported and 
held for future consideration by the Council 
while the Scullin and Baumboft 
bills, coming from the Engrossing 
Committee are passed, the Texas railway 
bullder may as well give the waiters atthe 
University Club thelr last tips and go back to 
his real estate in Dallas. 

A ROAD WITH FAIR PROMISES. 

In the talk about the railroad bids now go- 
ing on among the Assemblymen, the Rapid 
Transit Railway Dill is frequently alluded to 
in illustration of the claim of Councilman 
W. T. Anderson that the only way to compel 
projectors to bulla a road is to make them 
put a large cash forfeit into the handsof the 
City Treasurer. Sam and Tom Scott got the 
franchise for this road after a desperate fight 
in the Assembly against the same from ral)l- 
way interests now combined against 
Sweeney. The projectors were so eager to 
get the franchise, andit was so often as- 
serted that the men who would build the road 
would make a fortune that nobody doubted 
for an instantthat the line would be putin 
operation as soon as men and money could 
lay the tracks. It was to be an elevated 
road, starting from Third and Washington 
avenue, and thence spreading all over the 
city with two branches ramifying through 
the streets of the northand south. Mayor 
Noonan approved the Dill Aug. 6, 1889. The 
road was to be commenced within s!x months 
after the passage of the Dill; wasito be built to 
the lines of Magnolia and Fair avenues and 
South Broadway in two years and was to be 
entirely completed fn five. Five thousand 
dollars was to be deposited asa forfeit in the 
hands of the City Treasurer and the bond 
that the company would carry out 
‘*the terms and agreements’’ ofthe bill was 
signed by such responsible men as John B. 
O’Meara, Lieutenant-Governor-elect of Mis- 
sourl, R.s. McDonald,Wm.H. Swift,Jeremiah 
Fruin, J. E. Greffett, J. W. Buel, Ben Von 
Phul, Laciede J. Howard, John F,. Lyons, 
S. F. Holden, Chas. H. Gleason, H. E. Rob- 
inson and 8. F. Nulty. 

PEDDLING A FRANCHISE. 

There is no doubt that the scotts intended 
to bulld that road, but they couldn't get the 
money. Of course, the local lines didn’t want 
it bullt,and whatever they could do to hinder 
the financial operations of the company was 
done. The franchise was taken East and 
hawked about there among projectors of 
such enterprises. Nobody with money would 
undertake to build theline. It was argued 
by the railway builders who were ap- 
proached that the franchise covered too 
much territory and as a part of it could not 
be built without the whole, one-third of the 
line would be run at a loss that would 
eat upthe profits of the other two-thirds. 
The $5,000 forfeit was up, and tosave that, as 
well as the franchise, the Scotts, as the time 
for beginning the road drew near,made some 
sort ofterms with the Phoonix Bridge Co., 
which was doing a great dealof railway 
butlding, 


a force of men to Third and Washington ave- 
nue early in 1891 and dug a big hole, into 
which he built four pliers. he hole was then 
covered up, and the heavy wagons soon 
pressed the granite back into place, obliter- 
atingalltrace of the elevated road, Since 
that time not a blow has been struck on the 
road, andasthetwo years within which the 
road was to have been completed to Mag- 
nolia and Fair avenues expired last August, 
the franchise is considered forfeited by the 
city officials. 

‘*The franchise is forfeited. there is no 
doubt of that,’’ said Lieut.-Gov. O’Meara. 
**The $5,009 put up in the treasury Is lost and 
so is the money spent on those plers down on 
Washington avenue. Sofar asthe bondsmen 
are concerned, however, ithas been decided 
that thetonly obligation they incurred 
in going on the bond was to 
hold the city harmiess from damage 
suits while the road Was being 
built, The bond didn’t mean that they un- 
dertook to see that the road was buillt.’’ 

This is the little story Councilman Ander. 
son had in mind when he said he was reluct- 
ant to accept,in the future, any bonds, as 
the bondsmen could not be forced to carry 
out the under taking of the company. It may 
be argued that nobody lost anything by the 
failure of the Scott enterprise except the men 
interested in the road, but the street rallway 
men of the city say that railway building 
was kept backtwo years in St. Louls on its 
account, the streets several of the local 
roads wanted being occupied by the elevated 
franchise.

The case arose over suits between the IIll- 
nois Central Railroad Co. and the people of 
the State of Illinois, the city of Chicago and 


the ‘ou States, involving title to sub- 
merg ands along about one and four-fifths 
miles of the water front of the 
most valuable part of the harbor of 
Chicago, the value of the property in litiga- 
tion being estimated at from $6,000,000, ac- 
cording to the figures given in court by Coun- 
sel Jewett of the Lilinols Central, to $7,000,000, 

the largest estimate made. About l, 050 acres 
were in dispute. 

By virtue ofanact of the Illinois Legisla- 
ture, passed in 1869, when the City of Chicago 
was @ small town and its great possibilities 
were probably foreseen y no 
one, the Illinois entral Rallroad 
Co, was granted certain rights 
on the water front of Lake Michigan at Chi- 
cago for railroad purposes, and, it was 
claimed by the raltiroad, the right also to the 
water front itself. Suit was brought on be- 
half of the city of Chicagoand State of Illl- 
nols to restrain the railroad company from 
encroaching on the water front, which was 
Claimed by the city and the one to be public 
and not private propert The case came 
up before the Unite States Circuit 
Court and Justice Harlan, sitting as 
Circuit Judge, delivered an opinion 
of which the general effect was ,.0 
confirm the lllinols Central in its title to 
ground along the lake front ery! occupied 
by it for ratlroad purposes and to land it had 
reclaimed and to pliers previously erected, 
but was against the railroad company on the 
question of title to the submerged lands 
along the present water front, the decision 
holding that this was public property, and 
that whatever rights bad been granted 
therein had been subsequently repealed. 
The rallroad company was - perpetually 
enjoined from erecting the proposed piers in 
or filling with earth any portion of the bed of 
Lake Michigan asit now exists. An appeal 
was taken to the United States Supreme 
Court by the railroad company, and the cit 
of Chicago and the State of [llinols also too 
appeals from certain parts of the decree. The 
United States was made an involuntary party 
tothe suit. It putin no appearance in the 
argument in court. 

Justice Field delivered the opinion of the 
court. Justice Shiras and. possibly others 
dissented. 

The order ofthecourt directs a modifica- 
tion of the decree below so far as relates to 
certain pliers heretofore constructed by the 
railroad company,the United States Supreme 
Court directing thata judicial investigation 
be made todetermine whether or not pliers 
between Twelfth and Sixteenth streefs are or 
are not within navigable waters. If within 
navigable waters the railroad company Is di- 
vested of its title to these pliers.
